TEEACHEROUS MORASS 


PROVED HIS UNDOING 


Should Hare Remained Over Night 


Where Car Fell-Apparently 


Crazed by fear, He 


Plunged Onward. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Piiul Noequet, 


the young aeronaut who died on a Long 
Island beach where ho was lost and ex- 
hausted after an apparently safe land- 
ing in his balloon Tuesday night, made 
preparations for death before starting on 
his last voyage. A letter was found in 
a pocket of his clothing today giving 
complete directions as to the disposition 
to be made of his property in case lie 
should be found dead. The letter gave 
the names of his friends in this country, 
of his relatives in Europe and spoke of 
Ilia mother in Belgium in endearing 
terras. It provided, also, that all prop- 
cty of which he was possessed at the 
time of his death, should go to his moth- 
er. 


HEARD CKIES AT NIGHT. 


It was suggested today that Nocquet 


might have fallen from his balloon to 
Hie tiny island where his body was found 
instead of milking his way there in an 
effort to reach Amityville as generally 
supposed. 


One of the men who found the body, 


says that he heard cries for help at 10:15 
o'clock 
Tuesday 
night. 
It 
was 10 


o'clock when the balloon was found and 
Noequet could not have gone a mile and 
three-quarters 
through 
marshes 
and 


crooks in fifteen minutes. The body lay 
with the head toward the ocean. 


APPARE.N'TL CRVXED BY FEAR. 


To determine the exact cause of his 


death an autopsy will be held. It is be- 
lieved that Xoequet died from heart fail- 
lire, following complete physical exhaus- 
tion and the mental anguish he must 
have felt when he believed he was being 
carried to sea by the big gas filled bag. 
The theory that ho was crazed by fe.ir 
was strengthened by additional fad* 
concerning his (light which were learned 
after the finding of his body hist night, 
That his balloon became partly unman- 
ageable perhaps several hours before he 
landed on the ocean beach appears from 
information which he shouted from his 
car while passing over Garden City, Long 
Island, and which was heard by boys of 
that place. Tl'ie balloon passed over the 
city at a height of about 300 feet, mov- 
ing rapidly. 


CARRIED OUT TO SEA. 


"I have been trying for a long time to 


make a landing," the aeronaut shouted, 
*but my grappling anchor was torn looso 
away back where it caught a tree. I 
have been trying to get down ever since, 
but could not." 


That he was afterward carried out to 


sea appeared from the marks made on 
Jones' Beach by the car 
which was 


plainly dragged, bumping here and there 
in the sand from the water's edge to a 
point some distance inshore. 


An examination of Nocquct's 
foot- 


prints, when on leaving the balloon in 
the darkness he made his fatal mUtnkc 
in direction, show* Uuit he apaprently 
ran part of the time. 


EXPERTS ARE NONPLUSSED. 


Other aeronauts who assisted Noequet 


in making his start from New York city 
on Tuesday afternoon, and who examine.! 
the balloon as it lay on the beach, could 
not discover a reason why the balloon- 
ist should not have been able to land 
long before he did by allowing the gus 
to escape from the bag. 
Apparently also 


the parachute which he carried, but did 
not use, was in good working order dur- 
ing the flight. However, they said it was 
possible that the speed with which he 
w-as traveling might have deterred him 
from using these means of escape until 
it waft too late and the balloon was out 
over the sea. Another explanation offer- 
ed was the fact that Noequet was often 
heard to say he believed that even if a 
balloon was carried out. to sea there was 
always a low lying current of air flowing 
inshore which would carry the aeronaut 
back to safety when .he began to drop 
toward the sea. 
Several members of the 


Aero club today wcut to the scene of 
Nocquet'3 death intending to make a 
minute examination of his course after 
leaving the stranded balloon of obtain- 
ing some further information which will 
throw more light upon the circumstances 
of his death. They said that it would 


aeronauts who landed at night have fre- 
quently done this. 


STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 


The finding of Nocquet's body revealed 


a tragedy more appalling than any in 
the annals of ballooning. Nocqvtet lay 
down to die almost within reach of safe- 
ty, after a struggle for life which lasted 
until the last ounce of his strength had 
been exhausted. 


He landed safely from his balloon on 


good dry laud far from the ocean, and 
in sight of lights that meant houses and 
shelter not more than a mile away. But 
between 
him and this succor was a 


stretch of treacherous broken land and 
swamp of which he was ignorant. 


LIGHTS LURED HIM TO DEATH. 


A succession of creeks, some shallow 


and some deep, stretches of swamp brok- 
en by patches of solid ground, little is- 
lands that dotted the morass, formed a 
barrier between the stranded aeronaut 
and the twinkling lights that 
danced 


through the darkness. He struggled to- 
ward the lights alone in (-.he dark. How 
long hw struggled onward no one-wi 
know. He died apparently from shee 
exhaustion long before he reached th 
goal. 


His body was found on the landwar 


side of one of the runlets that split u 
thq treacherous ground • between main 
land and ocean. It was the tenth cree 
he had crossed in his attempt to reac 
the lights. His strength had lasted jus 
long enough to carry him across th 
creel;. Then he had fallen face dowi 
ward as he stepped from the water. An 
there he died. 
LIES DOWN TO DIE IN' THE END. 
Strapped around him was the life pre 


server he had carried in his balloon. On 
the other side of the creek lay his over 
coat. His strength was gone when h 
reached this creek, and he had discardei 
his heavy coat, unable to carry it across 
The creek is only a few feet wide bu 
deep, but the effort to cross it sappe<

cd him to where his body was found, a 
he traveled, stumbling blindly across is 
lands, plunging through swamps, am 
fording creeks in the darkness, is jus 
less than two miles. How long he took 
witU the lights on the mainland ever 
dancing before his eyes and luring him 
on, can only be guessed. 


HIS LIFE THROWN AWAY. 


But even had Noequet been able to 


keep his strength he could not possiblj 
have reached the mainland. No one ever 
made it without a boat so far as known 
A mile from where Noequet was founc 
the bay opens out there in a longstretcli 
of water, filled with grass and impossible 
to wade or swim through. It is certain 
he had no idea what he was going to en- 
counter when he left the balloon and 
made, for distant lights across the bay.

ed intense excitement. The man was 
found in pit four, .of the Salhunines vein, 
lie was in good condition. According to 
his first statements this man, Augustc 
lieiton suffered less than the preceding 
resulted men. lie is thirty-two years old 
aiul was born in the same place at Nemy, 
the leader of the thirteen men rescued 
March 30. 


As th<! news spread through the region 


it cciuiKil extreme exasperation against 
iho engineers who have been directing 
the salvage work. 51. Leon, the- state 
engineer, when he arrived at the pit, was 
surrounded by a crowd of people who 
cursed ixnd swore at him, one woman 
going so far ns to strike the engineer. 


MANNER OF DISCOVERY. 


One of a party of salvage men was 


working in the mine this morning when 
he felt the touch of a hand on his should- 
er and A man, who turned out to be 
Jierton, said: 


"1 am saved." 
The alarm was immediately given, Ber- 


ton was taken to the pit mouth, doctors 
were summoned and Mine. Borton, the 
wife ot the rescued man was sent for and 
nn all'ecting meeting occurred. 


Bcrton, who was covered with a lay- 


er of coul dust, described his experience 
at, follows: 


FOUXD LUNCH BAGS. 


"I was working with my cousin when 


nn explosion occurred and 
we became 


separated. Afterwards alone, I groped 
about in the darkness to find an outlet. 
1 lirst found a dead horse, but \yns mi- 
«bio to eat any 
of it* flesh. Later 1 


found some lunch bags which had belong- 
ed to men who had been killed by the 
explosion, and 1 lived on the food 
I 


found in them. 1 suffered from the cold 
nnd took clothing ami shoes from the 
dead. I also found three watches nnd 
twenty-four sous. At one time I gave 
up hope and tried to commit suicide by 
opening a vein. I slept ten times and 
Iricd to count the days, estimating that 
eight ilnys had passed since the explo- 
sion." 


ATTACKED BY POPULACE. 


When the engineers came up from the 


Courriers nit tit noon today they -were 
attacked by a crowd of women crying:

CHICAGO, April 4.—Under the result 
f the city election held yesterday, in 
vhich the question of municipal owner- 
hip of the street railways was the vital 
ssue, thes city of Chicago can proceed 
o acquire and control the railways but 
annot operate them. At the same time 
he voters, while declaring that the city 
hall not proceed to operate the rail- 
oads, declared that as a question of 
ublic policy it would be desirable for 
he city to do so. 
Three propositions were submitted to 
lie voters, the first of which was: 
"Shall the city of Chicago proceed to 
pcrate street railways?" 


FAILS TO PASS BY 10,000. 


This required 60 per cent of the total 
ote cast in order to become effective, 
"lie total vote was approximately 233,. 
00. Th'e proposition received but 123,- 
00 votes, about 16,000 short of the nec- 
ssary three-fifths. 
The second- proposition involved the 
pproval of an ordinance providing for 
,e issue of street railway certificates in 
mount not to exceed 875,000,000 for the 
urchase, ownership and maintenance of 


street railways. This was carried by 


bout 3,SOO votes. The third question, 
hich was simply on the question of pub- 
c policy and has no legal effect wluit- 
ver« was: 
""Shall the. city council proceed without 
lay to secure the municipal ownership 
nd operation of the street railways un- 
er the Mueller law, instead of granting 
anchises to private companies!" 
This proposition was carried by about 


COO votes. 


SAYS POLICY IS APPROVED, 


Mayor Dunne construed the passage of 
le. $75,000,000 certificate, 
and 
public 


policy propositions as a victory for mu- 
nicipal ownership but expressed his dis- 
appointment over the defeat-of the prop- 
osition 
for 
municipal operation. He 


said: "I regret very much that we did 
not get.the necessary majority to enable 
us to legally operate the street railway 
lines. But this will not prevent us from 
ngiiin going before the people after we 
have the street railway lines and asking 
for the necessary authority to operate. 


The people will vote for operation with 


a big majority at the proper time." 


The election was one of the most in- 


teresting to Chicago voters that has-been 
held in many years. Party lines were 
largely ignored and the eligibility of can- 
didates depended more upon their atti- 
tude toward municipal operation, of 
street cars, and high licenses for saloons 
than upon their party records. 


ALDERMEN FOR OWNERSHIP. 


Of the thirty-five aldermen who- were 


elected Mayor Dunne claims that nine- 
teen are avowed champions of municipal 
ownership, and that he will have less 
difficulty in passing, measures relating to 
that doctrine through the city council 
than heretofore. 


The faction opposed to municipal own- 


ership declares that it still holds control 
of the council. Besides municipal owner 
ship, high license was an issue in many 
of the aldermanic contests. On March 5 
the city council passed an ordinance rais- 
ing the amount from $500 to $1,000. 


The liquor interests made a strong 


fight against every alderman who had 
voted for the high license measure. Of 
the fifteen men against whom they put 
their influence twelve were elected and 
three defeated. All the nine aldermen 
up for re-election who vofed for the con- 
tinuance of the 5500 license were return- 
ed to their seats. There is little danger, 
however, that the high license will be re- 
pealed. 


The votes- in several of the wards were 


so close that it probably will require the 
official canvass to determine the result, 
but the probabilities are that the Repub- 
licans will have a majority of three or 
four. 


The old council consisted of thirty- 


seven Republicans, thirty-two Democrats 
and one independent.

ot Greytown, for operations against the 
insurgent chief, Bambanta, the deposed 
regent of the Greytown district, has been 
compelled to' abnndon its langer after 
heavy fighting and retire to Greytowu.

Kcnte's Drift succeeded in so doing, but 
while returning was attacked by rebel- 
lious natives. A running fight was kept 
up for six miles, the Zulus continuing 
the pursuit until within a mile of Grey- 
town. Three of the colonial polite were 
killed and several wounded. The remain- 
der are safe at Groytown. 


The police report that the rebels are in 


strong numbers and .flushed with victory 
and the officials fear further excesses. A 
atrong force of artillery, infantry and 
mounted men is moving out of .Grey- 
town today to operate against the rebels.

fend Groytown in case of attack. An 
ussivult on the town, however, is con- 
sidered unlikely to occur, the Zulus pre- 
ferring to fight in the rugged country 
outside.

TREACHEROUS MORASS 


PROVED HIS UNDOING 


ShonUl Have Remained Over Night 


Where Car Fell-Apparently 


Crazed by Fear, He 


Piung'ed Onward. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Paul Noequet, 


the young aeronaut who died on a Long 
Island beach where he was lost and ex- 
hausted after an apparently safe land- 
ing in his balloon Tuesday night, made 
preparations for death before starting on 
bis lust voyage. A letter was found in 
a pocket of his clothing today giving 
complete directions as to the disposition 
to be made of his property in ease he 
should be found dead. The letter gave 
the names of his friends in this country, 
of his relatives in Europe and spoke of 
his mother in Belgium in endearing 
terms. It provided, also, that all prop- 
ety of which he was possessed at the 
time of his death, nhould go to his moth- 
er. 


HEARD OKIES AT NIGHT. 


It was suggested today that Nocquet 


might have fallen from his balloon to 
the tiny island where his body was found 
instead of making his way there in an 
effort to reach Amityville as generally 
supposed. 


One of the men who found the body, 


says that he heard cries for help at 10:15 
o'clock 
Tuesday 
night. 
It 
was 10 


o'clock when the balloon was found and 
Nocqiiet could not have gone a mile and 
three-quarters 
through 
marshes 
and 


creeks in fifteen minutes. The body lay 
with the head toward the ocean. 


APPARENT!, CRAZED BY FEAR. 
To determine the exact cause of his 


death an autopsy will be held. It is be- 
lieved that Nocquet died from heart fail- 
ure, following complete physical exhaus- 
tion and the mental anguish he must 
have felt when he believed he was being 
carried to sea by the big gas filled bag. 
The theory that he was crazed by fear 
was strengthened by additional facts 
concerning his (light which were learned 
after the finding of his body last night. 
That his balloon became partly unman- 
ageable perhaps several hours before he 
landed on the ocean beach appears from 
information which he shouted from his 
car while passing over Garden City, Long 
Island, and which was heard by boys of 
that place. Tlie balloon passed over the 
city at a height of about 300 feet, mov- 
ing rapidly. 


CARRIED OUT TO SEA. 


"I have been trying for a long time to 


make a landing," the aeronaut shouted, 
"but my grappling anchor was torn loose 
away back where it caught a tree. I 
have been trying to get down ever since, 
but could not." 


That he was afterward carried out to 


sea appeared from the marks nincle on 
Jones' Beach by the car 
which was 


plainly dragged, bumping here and there 
in the sand from the water's edge to a 
point some distance inshore. 


An examination of Nocquet's 
foot- 


aeronauts who landed at night have fre- 
quently done this. 


STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 


The finding of Nocquet's body revealed 


a tragedy more appalling than any in 
the annals of ballooning. Nocquet lay 
down to die almost within reach of safe- 
ty, after a struggle for life which lasted 
until the last ounce of his strength had 
been exhausted. 


He'landed safely from his balloon on 


good dry land far from the ocean, and 
in sight of lights that meant houses and 
shelter not more than a mile away. But 
between him and this succor was a 
stretch of treacherous broken land an 
swamp of which he was ignorant. 


LIGHTS LURED HIM TO DEATH. 
A succession of creeks, some sliallo 


and some deep, stretches of swamp brol 
en by patches of solid ground, little : 
lands that dotted the morass, formed 
barrier between the stranded aeronau 
and the twinkling lights that dance 
through the darkness. He struggled 
ward the lights .alone in the dark. Ho\ 
long he struggled onward no one wi 
know. He died apparently from shee 
exhaustion long before ho reached th 
goal. 


His body was found on the landwar 


side of one of the runlets that split u 
the. treacherous ground • between main 
land and ocean. It was the tenth cree! 
he had crossed in his attempt to reac 
the lights. His strength had lasted jus 
long enough to carry him across th 
creek. Then ho had fallen face down 
ward as he stepped from the water. Am 
there he died. 
LIES DOWN TO DIE IN THE END. 
Strapped around him was the life pre 


server he had carried in his balloon. On 
the other side of the creek lay his over 
coat. His strength was gone when h 
reached this creek, and he had discardec 
his heavy coat, unable to carry it across 
The creek is only a few feet wide bu 
deep, but the effort to cross it sappec 
the 
last 
of 
the .young 
aeronaut's 


strength. 


From the spot where the balloon land 


ed him to where his body was found, as 
he traveled, stumbling blindly across is 
lands, plunging through swamps, anc 
fording creeks in the darkness, is jus1 


less than two miles. How long he took 
with! the lights on the mainland ever 
dancing before his eyes and luring him 
on, can only be guessed. 


HIS LIFE THROWN AWAY. 


But even had Noccvuct been able to 


keep his strength he could, not possibly 
have reached the mainland. No one evei 
made it without a boat so far as known 
A mile from where Nocquet was found 
the bay opens out there in a long stretch 
of water, filled with grass and impossible 
to wade or swim through. It is certain 
he had no idea what he was going to en 
counter when he left the balloon and 
made for distant lights across the bay.

EXPERTS ARE NONPLUSSED. 


Other aeronauts who assisted Nocquet 


in making his start from New York city 
on Tuesday afternoon, and who examine,! 
the balloon as it lay on the beach, could 
not discover a reason why the balloon- 
ist should not have been able to land 
long before he did by allowing the gas 
to escape from the bag. Apparently also 
the parachute which he curried, but did 
not use, was in good working order dur- 
ing the fiight. However, they said it was 
possible that the speed with which he 
was traveling might have deterred him 
from using these menus of escape until 
it was too late and the balloon was out 
over the sea. Another explanation offer- 
ed was the fact that Nocquet was often 
heard to say he believed that even if a 
balloon was carried out. to sea there was 
always a. low lying current of air flowing 
inshore which would carry the aeronaut 
back to safety when he began to drop 
toward the sea. Several members of the 
Aero club today went to the scene of 
Nocquet's death intending to make a 
minute examination of his course after 
leaving the stranded balloon of obtain- 
ing some further information which will 
throw more light upon the circumstance* 
of his death. They said that it would

LENS, Department of the Pas De Ca- 


lais,, France, April 4.—Another living sur- 
viver of the mine disaster at Courieres 
March 10 WKS discovered this moniin, 
and brought out of the pit. 


Ihe finding of another miner alive af- 


ter twenty-live days' entombment caus- 
cil intense cxcfFement. The man was 
found in pit four, ,of the 8allumin.cs. vein. 
3Ie was in good condition. According to 
his Cri't statements this man, Auguste 
Helton suffered less than the preceding 
rescued men. lie is thirty-two years old 
and wns born in the same place at Nomy, 
the leader of the thirteen men rescued 
March 30. 


As the news spread through the region 


it caused extreme exasperation against 
•(lie engineers who have been directing 
the salvage work. M. Leon, tho state 
engineer, when he arrived at the pit, was 
surrounded by a crowd of people who 
cur-icd and swore p.t him, one woman 
going so far as to strike the engineer. 


MANNER OF DISCOVERY. 


One of a party of salvage men. was 


working in the mine this morning when 
he felt the touch of a hand on his should- 
er and :i man, who turned out to be 
Werton, said: 


"I am saved." 
The alarm was immediately given, Ber- 


ton was taken to the pit mouth, doctors 
were summoned and Mmc. Berton, the 
wife of the rescued man was sent for and 
nn affecting meeting occurred. 


licrton, who was covered with a lay- 


er of coal dust, described his experience 
ae follows: 


FOUND LUNCH BAGS. 


"I was working with my cousin when 


nn explosion occurred and we became 
separated. Afterwards alone, I groped 
about in the darkness to find an outlet. 
1 first found a dead horse, but was un- 
able to eat any of its llesh. Later I 
found some lunch bags which had belong- 
ed to men who had been killed by the 
explosion, and I lived on the food 
I 


found in them. I suffered from the. cold 
and took clothing and shoes from the 
dead. I also found three watches and 
twenty-four sous. At one time I gave 
jip hope and tried to commit suicide by 
opening a vein. I slept ten times and 
•fried to count the days, estimating that 
eight days had passed since the explo- 
sion." 


ATTACKED BY POPULACE. 


When the engineers came up from the 


Courriers pit at noon today they were 
attacked by a crowd of women crying: 
"Death to the murderers." They were 
rescued by a squadron of dragoons. The 
fcopiu are intensely excited. They be- 
lieve that there are other men alive in 
the miles and serious disorders are 
threatened. 


A thousand 
women 
are thronging 


about the pit mouth and are forcing the 
barriers. The troops and gendarmes are 
trying to control the situation. 


I'iv,c search parties went down this 


morning' to explore pit four, but up to 
10; 40 p. m., they had not discovered any 
more 
survivors. Other 
parties 
arc 


searching the mines and the chief engi- 
lieer will remain below all night.

By a majority of 708 votes the taxpay

ship, But Says City Can't 


Operate the Lines. 


HIGH LICENSE FORCES 


STILL IN THE SADDLE 


Mayor Claims a Victory for His Pet 


Scheme—Republicans May Con- 


trol Council by a Slight 


Majority. 


CHICAGO, April 4.—Under the result 


if the city election held yesterday, in 
rhich the question of municipal owner- 
hip of the street railways was the vital 
ssue, thes city of Chicago can proceed 
o acquire and control the railways but 
annot operate them. At the same time 
he voters, while declaring that the city 
hall not proceed to operate the rail- 
oads, declared that as a question of 
ublie policy it would be desirable for 
he city to do so. 
Three propositions were submitted to 
he voters, the first of which was: 
"Shall the city of Chicago proceed to 
perate street railways?" 


FAILS TO PASS BY 16,000. 


This required 60 per cent of the total 
ote cast in order to become effective, 


total vote was approximately 233,- 


00. The proposition received but 123,- 
00 votes-, about 16,000 short of the nec- 
ssary three-fifths. 
The second proposition, involved the 
pproval of an ordinance providing for 
ic issue of street railway certificates in 
mount not to exceed $75,000,000 for the 
urchase, ownership and maintenance of 


street railways. This was carried by 


bout 3,800 votes. The third question, 
hich was simply on the question of pub- 
c policy and has no legal effect what- 
,yer. was: 
"Shall the city council proceed without 
elay to secure the municipal ownership 
nd operation of the street railways im- 
:r the Mueller law, instead of granting 
•anchises to private companies?" 
This proposition was carried by about 
600 votes. 


SAYS POLICY IS APPROVED. 


Mayor Dunne construed the passage of 
he $75,000,000 certificate, 
and 
public 


policy propositions as a victory for mu- 
nicipal ownership but expressed his dis- 
appointment over the defeat of the prop- 
osition 
for 
municipal operation. He 


said: "I regret very much that we did 
not get.the necessary majority to enable 
us to legally operate the street railway 
lines. But this will not prevent us from 
again going before the people after we 
have the street railway lines and asking 
for the necessary authority to operate. 


The people will vote for operation with 


a big majority at the proper time." 


The election was one of the most in- 


teresting to Chicago voters that has been 
held in many years. Party lines were 
largely ignored and the eligibility of can- 
didates depended more upon their atti- 
tude toward 
municipal operation of 


street cars, and high licenses for saloons 
than upon their party records. 


ALDERMEN FOR OWNERSHIP. 


Of the thirty-five aldermen who were 


elected Mayor Dunne claims that nine- 
teen are avowed champions of municipal 
ownership, and that he will have less 
difficulty in passing, measures relating to 
that doctrine through the city council 
than heretofore. 


The faction opposed to municipal own- 


ership declares that it still holds control 
of the council. Besides municipal owner- 
ship, high license was an issue in many 
of the aldermanie contests. On March 5 
the city council passed an ordinance rais- 
ing the amount from $500 to $1,000. 


The liquor interests made a strong 


fight against every alderman who had 
voted for the high license measure. Of 
the fifteen men against whom they put 
their influence twelve were elected and 
three defeated. All the nine aldermen 
up for re-election who vofed for the con- 
tinuance of the $500 license were return- 
ed to their seats. There is little danger, 
however, that the high license vrill be re- 
pealed. 


The votes in several of the wards were 


so close that it probably will require the 
official canvass to determine the result, 
but the probabilities are that the Repub- 
licans will have a majority of three or 
four. 


The old council consisted of thirty- 


seven Republicans, thirty-two Democrats 
and one independent.

'In the main a Republican victory, that 
party electing their entire city, ticket, 
except treasurer, for which office they 
had no candidate, and si:c out of eleven 
aldermen. The Republicans lost but one 
alderman, Fellows, iri the Third ward, 
and in this ward party lines were demol- 
ished, and a normal Republican majori- 
ty of 100 to 150 was turned into o. Dem- 
ocratic majority of 118. The alderman- 
elect, Mr. John Broeeker, is one of the 
most highly esteemed residents of the 
•ward, is a heavy taxpayer and a man 
of 
unimpeachable character. Mr. Fel- 


lows made a brave fight against great 
odds, and lost. 


To offset this Republican loss there is 


a gain of two aldermen, Mr. Baumann in 
the Seventh and Mr. Petersen in the 
Ninth wards. 


One of the surprises of the 
election 


•was the loss shown in the Socialist vote. 
Last year Mr. Ritchie, the candidate of 
this party for mayor,- received 1,776 
votes, and the Socialist vote on the head 
of the ticket this year for.Zanser, for 
treasurer, was but 1,335. Almost the 
same loss is noticeable if the vote for 
assessor is compared with the vote for 
the same office last year. In 1!)05 Cerny 
received 1,097 votes, this year Mr. Cerny 
received but 1.2CO. 


The Socialist party lost one alderman 


in the Ninth ward, and gained one in the 
Fifth. The rule in Milwaukee was also 
a disappointment to the Socialists who 
had promised to elect their candidate for 
mayor.

Marie, and pronounces 
the report: "Additional diversion would 
be an experiment even more dangerous 
than now being tried, and in oiu: opinion 
such should not be permitted." •

SAVE RKMAINK OF XIAGARA FAIXS 
The report made ,by the American 


members of the International Waterways 
commission who have conjointly with 
prominent Canadians also members of 
the commission for the past several 
months been carefully studying up the 
matter of how best to preserve the exist- 
ing remains of Niagara Falls, is of inter- 
est and of value. The only method nat- 
urally is through the efforts of both gov- 
ernments, aa it is plainly evident, it can 
never bo brought about through any 
other means. It was only through the 
most heroic efforts of citizens directed 
against powerful lobby who had or were 
trying to subsidize a legislature, or any- 
way a sufficient number to pass their 
measure giving them greatly additional 
valuable franchises to use waters from 
the Falla for power purposes, that such 
•wfere defeated in a previous session of 
the New York legislature, and but for 
some unknown quantity that enabled the 
governor to resist signing the proposed 
lav, the legal tlioft of immense quanti- 
ties of water now flowing over the fails 
would have been successful. But it is 
nonsense to suppose those favoring the 
preservation of Niagara Falls will be able 
to successfully fight off the syndicates 
seeking to destroy the greatest scenic 
falls in the world. 
Their success can 


only come through the united and imme- 
diate ' action of the United States and 
Canadian government. 


It is learned from this report that 26,- 


700 cubic feot of water per second is 
now authorized and is to be given syn- 
dicates from the American side of the 
falls and 34,200 cubic feet per second 
from the Canadian side, or a total of 60,- 
800 cubic feet per second. This quantity 
is double that now being diverted from 
our side through the existing water pow- 
ers, the actual quantity being taken now 
from the American Tails being given at 
17,800 cubic feet and already exercises 
an appreciable effect upon the majesty 
of the flow. 
The amount to be taken 


from the two sides as above stated is 
in addition to the amount now buir.g 
actuallv diverted which is as above stat- 
ed 17,800 cubic feet.

Then the overhead wires dangerous 
or not as to electric currents, yet in other 
ways are dangerous and to some people 
the singing of the bunched wires at times 
is simply something terribly annoying. * 
all our cities and towns could be entirely 
cleared of overhead wires of all kinds, i 
would be o, very distinct gain from every 
possible point of view.

The growth of New York city must.be
